Mrs. Schrader Said to Have 
Told Grand Jury of Bell 
Killing. 








TELLS TEARFUL STORY 





Determination Gives Way Af- 
ter Witness Positively 
Identifies Her. 





All doubt regarding the identity of the 
woman who was with Dr. Engelbert 
Voerster Jr. in the neighborhood of 
Dolman street and Chouteau avenue at 
2 a. m. Sunday, when Reese Bell was 
shot and killed, has been removed by 
the testimony of Mrs. Johanna Schra- 
der of 2438 North Grand avenue. It is 
reported at the Four Courts that Mrs. 
Schrader admitted to the grand jury 
late Friday afternoon that she was 
with Dr. Voerster, who is her cousin. 

Frank Metz of 2741 Eaas avenue iden- 
tifled Mrs. Schrader as the woman he 


saw running away from the scene of the 
shooting. After she had been confront- 
ed with witness after witness in the 
giand jury room ‘she was herself 
placed on the witness atand, 

Mrs. Schrader, in her testimony, dis- 
closed the identity of two other wit- 
nesses—a man and a woman who were 
standing at the corner of Chouteau ave- 
nue and Dolman street, and who ran 
away a moment before the fatal shot 
was fired. The man and woman will be 
witnesses before the grand jury Mon- 
day. 

It is probable that an indictment in 
the case will be voted Monday. 

So far, no element of self-defense has 
developed. There is nothing to show 
that Bell attacked his slayer. He was 
unarmed, and persons who knew him 
say that he would rather run than fight. 

Purse for Bailey Children. 

The session of the grand jury was not 
altogether an inquisition. The twelve 
men who compose that body were so 
moved to pity for the two children of 
Mrs. Hattie Bailey, Inez, aged 14, and 
Beatrice, aged 12, that they made up a 
purse and gave it to them. Each grand 
juror contributed a dollar. 


The children are exceptionally bright }-. 


and beautiful. They told the story of 
the tragedy in such a direct and simple 
way that the grand jurors were almost 
in tears when they had finished. They 
were taken into the grand jury room 
after Mrs. Bailey had told the story of 
the murder and of her own. conduct, 
which she now repents. 

The grand jury started a movement 
to have the children removed from the 
House of Detention and placed in good 
homes. Col. Dick Johnson, who was in 
charge of the investigation, sent word 
to Thomas F. Bailey, their father, to 
call at the Four Courts and see him. 
Col. Johnson will confer with Judge 
Williams of the Juvenile Court in behalf 
of the little girls. 

Weeps in Juryroom. 

Mrs. Schrader is said to have been in 
tears when she told her story to the 
grand jury. She is a widow, past 40. 
She went to the Four Courts smiling. 
She was ushered into the private office 
of Col. Dick Johnson and, while she gat 
talking with Detective Joyce, the wit- 
nesses looked at her for the purpose of 
trying to identify her as the woman 
they saw at Eighteenth street and Chou- 
teau avenue just after the _ shooting. 
Metz was the only witness who could 
make a satisfactory identification. 

Mrs. Schrader wore a gray suit and 
gray hat Friday. Metz said the only 
difference he could see between Mrs. 
Schrader and the weman he met at 
Eighteenth street and Chouteau avenue 
was that she was dressed in black then 
instead of gray. 

Other witnesses were able to partially 
identify Mrs. Schrader. They said the 
woman they saw was about the same 
size as Mrs. Schrader, but as they did 
not pay close attention to her features, 
following the 
shooting, their identification, without 
Mrs. Schrader’s admissions, might have 
been of little value. 

Will Resume Monday. 

The grand jury, after a four hours’ in- 
vestigation of the killing of Bell, aa. 
journ.i until 2 p. m. Monday. It will 
then resume the inquiry. Dr. Voerster, 
who is held under $10,000 bond to answer 
for the shooting, was not summoned as 
a witness. 

Dr. Voerster’s arrest was the result 
of a remark made by a stranger to a 
detective who was looking for a clew 
to the murderer half an hour after the 
shooting. The stranger remarked to tha 
detective that he had seen Dr. Voerster 
in the neighborhood and thought it 
strange the physician had not offered 
to treat the dying man. This furnished 
the clew which led to the big and beara. 
ed pnysician’s arrest at Grand avenue 

and Olive street, several nights later, 
while he was discussing the Bell cage 
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with hie father.

Often it is impossible for the Govern- 
ment inspectors to detect the presence 
of these diseases, but Mr. Dunn says the 


With Mr. Dunn on the special commit- 
tee are Henry Collett, John Schofield, 
William Lukenbill and Henry Holze. 
They have been making an active cam- 
paign against bad meat. 

They tell the Board of Health that 
with the present inadequate inspection 
in St. Louis the people cannot be pro- 
tected from the packing-house ghouls 
who market meat which reeks with con- 
tamination and infection. 

More Inspectors Needed. 

“There are only four inspectors in St. 
Louis, ’ said Mr. Dunn to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday, “and there 
ought to be at least sixteen. 

“Their inspections are all right as far 
as they go. That is, they do succeed in 
finding and condemning a large amount 
of bad meat, but they do not always ef- 
fectually destroy it so that it will be im- 
possible for the dealer to market It. 

“They pour half a gallon of coal ofl 
over every piece of bad meat they find. 
Sometimes they pour the oil on the skin 
side of hams and fresh pork and the oll 
runs off like water from a duck’s back. 

“As soon asthe inspector is gone the 
dealer cuts the skin from the meat and 
puts the remainder baek on his counter. 

“The destruction ought to be more 
complete. If coal ofl is used, the in- 
spectors should cut into the meat or 
should inject the oil into it. 


napectors Absent When Needed, 
“The inspectors are not on hand 


when they are most needed, in the early 
morning hours, when the meat comes 
over the river. The Board of Health 
requires them to put in those early 
hours inspecting the meat bought for 
the city inatitutions. 

“This makes it impossible for them to 
start on their rounds of the butcher 
shops until nearly nooh, after most 
persons have bought their meat for the 
day. 

“It is in the early morning hours all 
the crooked work is done. It is then 
the bad meat is doctored in the East 
Side packing houses and brought over 
here. 

“Tf the inspectors would stop some of 
the wagons at the St. Louis end of 
Eads Bridge between 2 and 3 o’clock in 
the morning they would find whole 
loads of meat that ought to be labeled 
‘poison.’ 

Cold Storage Meat All Right. 

“T think the m n the cold storage 
houses here is t and nothing 
would be gained by making inspection 
there. Meat which is good enough to 
pay refrigerator charges on must be 
of good quality at the start. 

“The meat which ought to be watched 
is that which is rushed to market in a 
hurry to get it off the packers’ hands 
before it spoils. 

“Refrigerator meat, though, will . 
remain fresh very long after it is 2 
ken out of storage, but that is no sign 
it is diseased. In most cases where 
meat of this class ts condemned it will 
be found that the butcher kep* ft too 
long in stock before G:eposing of it.

SALZMAN GIRL 


Judge Sale Advises Mother to 
Take Case to Criminal 
Court: 





In dismissing the habeas corpus suit 
brought by Mrs. Mary Salzmann to 
force E. S. Osborne, a salve manufac- 
turere, 59 years old, to give up her 
daughter, Katie, 17 years old, Judge 
Sale said: 

“This case has been brought in the 
wrong court. If the charges against 
Osborne are true this should be a mat- 
ter for the criminal court. The grand 
jury is in session now and Mrs. Salz- 
mann should lay her case before it. 
I do not find that this young woman 
is restrained of her liberty.” 

Leaping from her chair on the wit- 
néss stand a few minutes before Mrs. 
Salzmann tried to hug and kiss her 
daughter. 

The girl shrank back and ould not 
permit her mother to touch her. 

Katie, until last Saturday, was house- 
keeper for Osborne. Mrs. Salzmann al- 
leges that Osborne was restraining the 
girl. 

In his defense he says that Mrs. 
Salzmann is holding a note which he 
signed as security for another man 
and that she is trying to enforce col- 
lection by suing him for possession of 
her daughter. 

Osborne and Miss Salzmann, until 
a week ago, lived at 2353 Scott avenue. 
Mrs. Salzmann testified that when she 
went there she was not permitted to 
see her daughter. She has not visited 
their present home, 2941 Pine street. 
Miss Salzmann, on the witness stand, 
said: ‘‘When I was 14 years old my 
mother sent me to Mr. Osborne’s home 
to nurse his housekeeper, Mrs.. Walcott, 
who was ill. He engaged me as his 
housekeeper.”’ 

‘He has sent me to school and has 
been a father to me. He has done more 
for me than my mother ever did and I 
don’t want to go back to her.”’ 

Asked why she had used the name 
“Katie Warren’’ after, leaving her 
mother's. home, she said: “Well, my 
sister, Leonora, lived, at the home of 
Mr. Osborn for awhile and I didn’t 
want people to get us confused.”’ 

Runs From Courtroom. 
When Judge Sale angounced his de- 
cision Mrs. Saltzmann again tried to 


embrace her daughter. Osburn stepped 
between them and the girl screamed 
and ran from the courtroom. 

Attorney James M. Rollins, represent- 
ing Mrs. Saltzmann, is having a tran- 
script of the testimony made for use 
before the grand jury and Judge Sale 
says that he will appear before the 
jury as a witness and tell what was 
testified before him.

At Miss Brady's suggestion, Taylor 
entered the Postoffice, leaving her on 
the walk to ascertain the men’s inten- 
tions. As she stood waiting for Tay- 
lor, one of the men apprceached her 
and lifted his hat with a smile. Miss 
Brady turned and walked rapidly to 
Eighth street, where she was rejoined 
by Taylor. 

From there the chase led east to 
Broadway, south to Market street, and 
west to Sixth street, the two men fol- 
lowing close behind. 

As they neared the theater, Taylor 
started to enter. Miss Brady pulled 
him back. 

Gives Up Show for Revenge. 

‘‘We're going to catch those men,”’ she 
said.

Information at hand 
shows that about $3000 was deposited 
with the bank just before the closing 
hour Wednesday, whereas for a week, 
if we are to accept the statement of 
Mr. Cook, the condition of the bank was 
precarious.”’ 

President Wall of the Commercial 
Trust Company, at Jefferson avenue 
and Olive streets declared Saturday 
that neither he nor his associates owned 
any stock in the Olive Street Bank. 

The Commercial Trust Company, hav- 
ing the right under the law to act as 
trustee, is anxious, Mr. Wall says, to 
liquidate the affairs of the closed insti- 
tution. 

Loans to Officials. 

Dr. Pinckney French, president of the 
Olive Street Bank, and James F. Coyle, 
a member of the Board of Directors, 
were among those who borrowed from 
the bank, according to a well-known St. 
Louis banker. 

This fact became known as the re- 
sult of an investigation of the Olive 
Street Bank’s affairs by the St. Louis 
Clearing House Association. 

When the clearing house investigators 
discovered the bank was heavily in- 
cumbered with loans, some of which 
were not regarded as satisfactorily se- 
cured, they suggested the necessity 
for drastic action on the part of the 
State authorities. 

Secretary of State Swanger will apply 
to the Circuit Court Tuesday for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the bank. 

Meanwhile Examiner Cook will com 
tinue his inquiry.

ENTIRELY GONE, I$ JAILED 


Prisoner in Cleveland Cannot Re- 
call Facts of Past Life or 
Family. 
CLEVELAND, O., April 11.—*‘Who am 

I? Why am I here? 

John Morencey Coates, 48 years old, 
believed by the police to be an* English- 
man of wealth, is a prisoner in the 
county jail, asking himself these ques- 
tions. 

He is racking hig brain for the answer 
in order that he may be freed. His 
jailers have written the questions for 
him on a card and he paces the cell, 
mumbling them over and over. They 
have hung the cell walls with his pho- 
tographs and he stares at them and 
tries to name the faces. 


Police were called to Coates’ lod 
ings by others in the house, alarm 
by his strange actions. He was locked 
in his rooms, all lights burning and 
papers strewn about him. He admit- 
ted a detective without remonstrance. 

The papers showed he had been re- 
ceiving regular remittances from Eng- 
lish estates and had business relations 
with solicitors and banks in England 
and Ireland.

The Board 
has let the contract for the erection of 
a fire escape of the Bryan Hill School to 
the Mound City Machine and Pattern 
Co. for $770. This fire escape is of the 
general type of the outside inclosed 
Stairways that will be uesd on all the 
schools. These fire escapes are regard- 
ed as Safe as the inner stairways, and 
will be used just as regularly. 

The main structure of th estairway 
will be of steel construction, roofed over 


with galvanized iron and ineclosed in 


wire glass, which is thoroughly fireproof. 
The escapes will thus be light and pro- 
tected from the weather. 

Outside Pattern Used. 

Plans have already been prepared for 
fire escapes for the Washington and 
Columbia schools. An outside stairway 
fire escape will be placed on the Wash- 
ington School, but an inside escape in 
the Columbia School. The fire escape 
shaft will be inclosed in wire glass. 

The entrances to the escape will be 
on the outside of the school building 
and will be reached by steel or iron 
platforms leading from a door or win- 
dow of the building. 

A door will be made in the rear of 
the school, thus affording an exit where 
there is none now. A fireproof stair- 
way in the rear end of the building is 
practically useless as a means of escape 
from ag now, because there is no door 
near it. 


Safe, Srnys President, 

“Plans for fire escapes on all the old 
three-story school buildings will be 
submitted to the Board of Education 
at its meeting next Tuesday night,” 
said President Magoon Saturday. 
“These plans have been prepared by 


Building Commissioner Ittner and ap- 
prov ed by the Building Committee. 

“The new fire escapes are the safést 
thing ever devised. There can be ab- 
solutely no danger to the children 
who use them. As children, in case of 
excitement or panic, usually go the 
way they are accustomed to go, they 
will be thoroughly drilled in the use 
of the fire escapes which will be used 
at each disniissal. They are just as 
safe as any inside stairway.” 

The Building Committee which ap- 
proved the plans is composed of R. §. 
Colnoa, C. M. Woodward and George 
R. Lockwood, with Dr. Magoon, pres- 
ident of the Board. 

Mr. Ittner designates the fire escapes 
as “‘“inclosed§ stairways.” Building 
Commissioner Smith says the “in- 
closed stairways” are fire escapes, 


By Any Other Name. 

“Mr. Ittner has been’ holding out 
against fire escapes for a long time,” 
said Building Commissioner Smith, 
“and he possibly wants to find a little 


consolation by calling the fire escapes 
‘inclosed stairways.’ It was rather a 
bitter pill for him to have to swallow 
fire escapes after fighting them for 
years. 

“Dr. Magoon, in his relations with this 
department, has acted in a broad-mind- 
ed way, and has always shown a dispo- 
sition to do what was right and accord- 
ing to law.’ 

Although there has been a disposition 
on the part of the Board to ignore Fac- 
tory Inspector Sikes in the.matter of 
fire escapes, the Board is putting the 
escapes on the buildings most severely 
criticised by Mr. Sikes, and is following 
out other suggestions made by him.

Until -he saw the corpse the undertaker 
admitted he could not tell. Oh, well, 
Coltelli ‘said he was about his fyjend’s 
size and would jump in and see how it 
suited him. 

“It seems all right,” said the Count, 
stretching himself at full length. Then 
he drew a revolver and blew out his 
prains.

The Count’s suicide is attributed to a 
visit he paid to a fortune teller last 
October.

Some of them are of- 
fering pork for sale at 10 cents a pound, 
when its wholesale price in large lots ia 
12 cents. Ham costs the retailer from 
10 cents to 10% cents a pound in 1000- 
pound lets. Yet some of these butchers 
are selling ham at 9 cents. 

Cheap Hamburger a Menace. 

“One of the most dangerous meats 
sold in 8t. Louis now is cheap ham- 
burger steak. No butcher can sell 
good hamburger at five cents a pound 
as some of them are doing. The meat 
of which it is made costs at least 
8 cents a pound ard the retail price 
for it, if not diseased or tainted, 
should be 10 cents a pound. 

“Some dealers are selling three sir- 


loin steaks for 25 tents. Good steaks 
cannot be sold at a profit for less 
than 25 to 36 cents. Soup meat sold 3 
pounds for a dime is almost certainly 
diseased because if good it could not 
be sold at less than 6 cents a pound.

Despite his plea of innocence Straughan 
was found guilty and his punishment 
fixed at a reprimand. A. C. Stewart, 
then president of the Board, was about 
to administer the reprimand, when 
Straughan arose and drawing a written 
resignation from his pocket tossed it 
with his sergeant’s shield on the desk 
in front of Mr. Stewart. 

Straughan went to his farm in Farm- 
ington, Mo., and remained there until 
a month ago, when he returned to St. 
Louis to appear as a witness against 
Policeman McMahon, who was charged 
with making a false report in preferring 
the charge against Straughan. 

The case against McMahon was based 


on the statement of Philip Tayon, a 
telephone operator in the Wyoming 
Street District. to the effect that he had 
been solicited to_ testify against 
Straughan and that because of his re- 
fusal to ‘‘tell a lie’’ he had been perse- 
cuted by superiors until he was forced 
to quit the department. 

The charge against McMahon was not 
sustained. Two of the chief witnesses 
had died and McMahon was acquitted. 
It was said at that time Straughan 
would return to his farm and never 
again seek his former place in the de- 
partment. 

Straughan, it is understood, takes the 
view that he was sufficiently vindicated 
to apply for reinstatement. He main- 
tains a residence at 2020 McCausland 
avenue.

The case of former Patrolman Robert 
McCarthy, who was dismissed from the 
force on a charge of intoxication several 
months ago, was retried by the Board 
Friday.

Daley Catches Woman. 

“Lawler” Daley, chairman of the 
Democratic City Central Committee, 
saw the young woman thrust a basket 
into the doorway and walk rapidly to 
another doorway. where she stood in 
indecision. Passing the first doorway, 
Daly heard a cry. He caught the 
young woman and turned her over to 
the police. 

Mrs. Smith told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that after she decided 
to abandon the child her heart failed 
her, and she was struggling between ex- 
pediency and love when Daley caught 
her. She is held at the Manchester 
Avenue Police Station, and a warrant 
has been asked for, charging her with 
child abandonment. The baby has been 
taken to the Bethesda Foundling Asy- 
lum. 

Says Husband Ia Smith. 

Mrs. Smith gave a fictitious name, but 
she insists that her husband is John 
Smith, a carpenter, and that he left her 
in Kansas City two months before her 
child was born. A month ago she came 
to St. Louis in the hope that she might 
find him here, but her small supply of 
money gave out and her efforts to get 
work were unsuccessful. 

She says she was told at factories 
and stores that if she were not bur- 
dened with the child she could get a 
place. She is 25 years old.

Expected to ~ Consent to Become 
Candidate If He Doesn't

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 11.— 
Attorney-General Hadley will be the Re- 


publican nominee for Governor, in spite 
of the announcement he made last Tues- 
day that he could not be a candidate, 
according to statements made by Dr. J. 
C. Paris of Vandalia, and J. H. Both- 
well of Sedalia, members of the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee. 

They say that in a few days Gen. 
Hadley will issue a statement that he 
will accept the nomination for Gover- 
nor provided he is not called upon to do 
any active campaign work. They are 
fresh from conferences with party lead- 
ers at St. Joseph and Kansas City, and 
say they have been in communication 
with Mr. Hadley, who is on his way 
west. 

First Assistant Attorney-General John 
Kennish states that he does not wish 
to be considered a candidate for Gover- 
nor if Gen. Hadley can be induced to 
accept the nomination. 

Mrs. Hadley is said to oppose any 
plan to keep her husband in politics.

PANIC, LAWYER 
ENDS HL 
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New Yorker of High Social Po- 
sition Was Advisor of 
Millionaires.

NEW YORK, April 11.—Beggared by 
real estate speculations in Brooklyn 
and by electric lig promotions in 
Florida, with only 14 cents of money, 
borrowed money, in his pocket, 
Charles A. Murphy, 50 years old, a 
lawyer of 15 Wall street, and a man 
of distinguished social connections, 
representing in one way or another 
estaies valued, it is said, at $15,000,00, 
killed himself with a pistol in a small 
back room in the Astor House. 

First Planned to Drown Himself. 

He had gone to that hotel under the 
name of “Charles Murphy” for the ex- 
press purpose of suicide, after aban- 
doning, for some reason, an earlier 
plan of drowning himself. His suicide 
was indirectly due to the financial 
crisis of last fall. 

“He was ruined, he had lost every- 
thing—hook, line and sinker,’ was the 
comment of the dead man’s brother- 
in-law, Frank Bailey of the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Co. of Brooklyn. 

To what extent any of the large es- 
tates with which Mr. Murphy was 
connected are involved in his misfor- 
tune cannot be determined, 

Was Agent of Millionaires. 

Among the estates for which he had 
made investments are those of Ells- 
worth, the breakfast food millionaire; 
the Sloanes, and Ellis, one of the 
Standard Oil group, whose widow 
lives on Brooklyn Hights. 

Mr. Murphy, his friends say, had 
lived considerably beyond his means 
in recent years, spending $30,000 to 
$40,000 a year to maintain a high so- 
cial position. 





Jury in Fraud Case Hung. 

HELENA, Mont., April 11.—After 
being out more than 28 hours, the 
jury in the joint case of Oliver C. Dal- 
las, chief clerk of the Federal Sur- 
veyor-General'’s office, and John D. 
McLeod, chief draftsman, failed to 
agree and were discharged last night.

UNJUST ELECTRIC LIGHT RATES. 

It should be worth someone’s while to secure a 
judicial opinion on the question whether the St. 
Louis lighting monopoly has any right to make 
discriminating prices to its customers. The prob- 
ability is that it will be found speedily enough 
that its charges must be reasonable and that 
they must be uniform. 

Under the policy now in force the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. is understood to be 


- charging some consumers five or six times as 


much as others, and its celebrated “readiness ts 
serve” theory enables it to tax some people who 
are not properly to be classed as consumers at 


all. 
Discriminating »ates are arbitrary rates and are 


applied not with justice and reason, but cipri- 


cicusly and solely for the advantage of the cor- 
poration. It is this objectionable principle which 
has been fought so persistently in the matter of 
railroad rates. There can be no .equality as be- 
tween man and man if public service corpora- 
tions are permitted to engage in practices of this 
kind. 

If a great business establishment contemplating 
the introduction cf a lighting plant of its own 
can secure rates from the monopoly barely cov- 


.: ering the cost of manufacture, it is obvious that 


many other consumers will be forced to pay ex- 
orbitant rates in order to meet the deficiency. 
Such incidents estabiish two facts. One is the 
gioss inequality of the monopoly’s prices. The 
other is the sensitiveness of the monopoly to com- 
petition. 

For various reasons, competition either by pri- 
vate persons or by the municipality has been and 
will be delayed, but there seems to be no good 
reason why an effort should not be made through 
the courts to correct the manifest and presuma- 
bly unlawful discriminations so openly practiced
